ninety-fix fuch Charges, Tor every .Still under Five hundred Gallons Con- 
tent and not lefs .than Four hundred Gallons Content: from eighty-four fuch 
Charges, for every Still under Seven hundred and Fifty Gallons Content, 
and not lefs than Five hundred Gallons Content ; from feventy-ftx fuch 
Charges, for every Still under One thoufand Gallons Content and not lefs 
than Seven hundred and Fifty Gallons Content.; from lixty-nine filch. 

Charges, for every Still under One thoufand Two hundred and Fifty 
. Gallons Content and not lefs than One thoufand Gallons Content: And 
that every Diftiller fhall, over and above the refpeftive Quantities aforefaid, 
be charged with and pay Duty in refpeft of each and every Still or Stills 
under One thoufand Two hundred and Fifty Gallons Content, for as 
much more Spirits as might be produced accoi-ding to the Rates in the faid 
Aft mentioned, from all Pot Ale, Wafh, Low Wines, or Singlings, which 
mch Dift-nler fhall aftually diftil within every period of Four weeks or 
Twenty-eight Days, over and above the refpeftive Quantities aforefaid. 

AND whereas it is, by the faid recited Aft enafted, That if any De- Penalty^ 
creafe fhould at any time appear or be found by anv Officer of Excife, in anv Doi l ble D r uty « 
Wort, Wafh, Pot Ale, Low Wines, or Singlings, in the Diftillery of any ^4“°* 
Diftiller, more than or beyond the proportion of decreafe juftified by the rcpealed ' 
charges of the Still or Stills in fuch Diftillery, according to the direftion of 
the laid Aft, fuch Diftiller fhould be charged with double Duty for fuch 
Quantity of Spirits as might be produced, according to the Rate in the faid 
Aft mentioned from fo much Wort, Wafh, Pot Ale, Low Wines, or Sing- 
lings as fhould exceed fuch proportion of decreafe refpeftively ; and the 
Surveyor and Gauger in charge of fuch Diftillery was by the faid Aft required 
in fuch cafe to make fuch Charge, and return the fame to the Colledfor of 
the Diftrift accordingly ; BE it Enafted, That the faid recited Claufe fhall, 
from and after the twenty-ninth day of September one thoufand eight 
hundred andfeven, be and the .fame is accordingly hereby repealed.

Provided always, that fuch Diftiller flral give 
fuch Notices, and at fuch time and in fuch manner as is direded by the 
faid' recited Ad of the forty-fixth year, with refped to Diftftlers diicon- 
tinuing working for the remainder of any year, under the provifions of the

AND whereas the Provifions heretofore enabled, for impcfing and re- 
covering Penalties on Parities, Townlands or Places, where any unlicenfed

and it is expedient to repeal the fame, and to make other Provifions in lieu 
thereof ; BE it therefore Enabled, That fo much and fuch parts of the laid
